standard. But it must be clearly understood that the Gov- 
ernment of India reserve to themselves an absolute discre- 
tion to reject as unfit any candidate whom they may consider 
on the report of Medical Board, to be physically disqualified 
and that their discretion, is in no respect limited by these 
regulations. These regulations are intended merely for the 
guidance of Medical Examiners and are not meant to restrict 
their discretion in any way. For the disabled ex-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent 
with the requirements of the Service(s)]. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must be 
in good mental and bodily health and free from any physi- 
cal defect likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

3. The candidate’s height will be measured as follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
regidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be 
depressed to bring vertex of the head level under 
the horizontal bar and the height will be recorded 
in centimeters and parts of the centimeters to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows : — 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together, 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind and lies in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side, and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are not thown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimeters, 84-89, 86-93.5 etc. In recording the 
measurements fractions of less than half centimetre 
should not be noted. 


5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in Kilograms; fractions of a half of a kilogram 
should not be noted. 


6. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 
recorded : — 

(i) General . — The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 
a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye-lids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or likely at 'a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 


(ii) Visual Acuity . — The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will be 
examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidates shall .however, be 
recroded by the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every case, as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye.

For the services concerned with the safety of the Puhlic, 
e.g, pilots, drivers, guards etc. the higher grade of colour 
vision is essential but for other the lower grade of colour 
vision should be considered sufficient. 

ii) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition 
with ease and without hesitation of signal red, 
signal green and white colours. The use of Ishi- 
hara’s plates, shown in good light and suitable 
lantern like Edrige Green’s shall be considered quite 
dependable for testing colour vision. While either 
of the two tests may ordinarily be considered suffi- 
cient, in respect of the services concerned With 
road, rail and air traffic, it is essential to carry out 
the lantern test. In doubtful cases where a candi- 
date fails to qualify when tested by only one of the 
wto tests both the tests should be employed. 

(3) Field of vision. — The field of vision shall be tested in 
respect of all services by the confrontation method. Where 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results the field of 
vision should be determined on the perimeter. 

(4) Night Blindness. — Night Blindness need not be tested 
as a routine, but only in special cases. No standard test for 
the testing of night blindness or dark adaption is prescribed. 
The Medical Board should be given the discretion to impro- 
vise such rough tests, e.°. recording of visual acuity with 
reduced illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darkened room after he/she has been 
there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidate’s own statements 
should not always be relied upon hut they should be given 
due consideration.
